^ASHVILLE  (BP)—' The  recommended  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  Cooperative  Program  budget  for  1959  is 

$17%  million,  which  is  $1  million  greater  than  the  budget 
lor  1958. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Executive  Committee  has  ap¬ 
proved  the  1959  budget  and  will 
recommend  it  to  the  Convention 
proper  next  May  in  Houston. 

The  1959  budget  includes  $15 
million  to  meet  the  needs  of 
Southern  Baptist  boards,  com- 
missions,  seminaries,  and  oper- 
ating  expenses.  This  is  $2  mil¬ 
lion  higher  than  the  1958  a- 
mount. 

The  advance  goal  for  1959  is 
$1  million  less  than  for  1958.  Ad¬ 
vance  goal  is  that  portion  of  the 
budget  over  and  above  the  a- 
mount  necessary  to  meet  the 
year’s  basic  needs  of  the  Con¬ 
vention’s  various  organizations. 

Advance  funds  go  directly  to 
missionary  enterprises  at  home 
and  abroad.  Such  funds  are  di¬ 
vided  75  per  cent  for  foreign 
missions  and  25  per  cent  for 
home  missions. 

Three  of  the  major  differen¬ 
ces  between  the  1958  and  1959 
budgets  concern  funds  for  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board,  Golden 
Gate  Baptist  Seminary,  and  Mid¬ 
western  Baptist  Seminary. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board 
operating  budget  for  1958  is  $5,- 
085,250.  Its  proposed  operating 
budget  for  1959  is  about  $400,000 
greater.  However,  the  proposed

NASHVILLE,  (BP) — Plans  for  reaching  two  million  in¬ 
active  church  members  and  for  holding  900  associational  evan- 
eglistic  clinics  in  1958  were  made  here  recently. 

The  plans  were  announced  by  23  Baptist  secretaries  of 
evangelism. 

The  state  secretaries  and  staff  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Home  Mission  Board's  department  of  evangelism  spent  two 
days  discussing  state  programs  and  preparing  a  step-by-step 
procedure  for  the  1959  year  of  simultaneous  Baptist  evangel¬ 
ism  In  North  America.  — - —  - — — ■ 

Preparation  for  the  cooperative  Baptist  year  of  soul-win¬ 
ning  begins  June  1,  1958  with  a  world  day  of  prayer  and  ends 
in  April,  1959  with  reports. 

Sept.  28- Oct.  5,  1958  was  set  aside  as  a  church  member 
visitation  pertod.  Leonard  Sanderson,  Dallas,  Home  Mission 
Board  secretary  of  evangelism,  estimated  that  two  million 
members  of  Southern  Baptist  churches  who  live  in  their 
church  communities  do  not  attend  church  services. 

A  preliminary  1957  evangelism  report  showed  an  increase 
of  1775  baptims  over  the  previous  year.  Baptisms  totalled 
386,324  for  1957.

RUSCHLIKON,  Switzerland — 
It  was  my  privilege  to  make  a 
visit  to  Hungary,  November  23- 
29.  This  time  was  spent  in  Bud¬ 
apest,  with  the  exception  of 
Monday,  November  25,  when  I 
visited  tiie  churches  in  Bomsod 
and  Kisko.ros.  The  hospitality  of 
the  Hungarian  brethren  was  ev¬ 
erywhere  overwhelming.  The 
Christian  love  which  binds  us 
together  across  national  and  lin¬ 
guistic  barriers  is  indeed  a  real¬ 
ity,  and  nowhere  have  I  exper¬ 
ienced  it  in  a  higher  degree  than 
among  the  Baptists  of  Hungary. 
..  During  my  visit  I  had  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  preach  fifteen  times  to 
various  church  congregations, 
to  the  deacons  of  greater  Bud¬ 
apest,  to  the  national  conference 
of  Baptist  pastors,  to  the  fellow¬ 
ship  of  pastors’  wives,  and  to 
the  annual  convention  which 
was  held  in  the  Nap  street  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  in  Budapest  during 
the  week  of  my  visit.  Every¬ 
where  I  was  asked  to  convey 
the  most  cordial  greetings  of 
the  Hungarian  Baptists  to  the 
Baptists  of  the  world. 

The  Baptists  of  Hungary  num¬ 
ber  close  to  twenty  thousand 
members  in  nearly  one  hundred 
churches.  The  number  of  pas¬ 
tors  is  about  the  same  as  the 
number  of  churches.  They  carry 
on  a  program  of  evangelistic 
preaching  and  Worship  at  many 
mission  points  which  are  not 
yet  constituted  as  independent 
churches.  The  annual  conven¬ 
tion  elects  the  members  of  the 
thirteen  committees  which  car¬ 
ry  on  work  in  various  fields.  The 
executive  committee  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  coordinating  the  work  of 
the  various  convention  agencies, 
and  a  smaller  sub-committee 
whose  members  live  in  or  near 
Budapest,  functions  in  matters 
which  may  need  attention  be¬ 
tween  the  session  of  the  larger 
committee. 

In  Aradi  Street 

The^B^gtist  headquarters  are 
locafed  in  Aradi  street  48  where 


also  their  seminary  at  present 
has  its  quarters  on  the  top  floor. 
Eleven  students  live  in  two 
small  rooms.  New  classes  are 
started  every  second  year.  The 
dining  room  also  serves  as  cha¬ 
pel  and  study  hall.  After  the 
second  world  war  the  housing 
situation  in  Budapest  was  so 
acute,  that  the  authorities  took 
over  the  use  of  the  Benczur 
street  property  where  the  sem¬ 
inary  formerly  had  its  quarters. 
Assurance  has  now  come  from 
the  Ministry  of  Religious  Affairs 
that  this  building  will  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Baptists 
again.  Tliat  will  solve  the  press¬ 
ing  need  for  room  for  the  oper¬ 
ation  of  the  seminary. 

The  Baptists,  along  with  other 
church  organizations,  have  free¬ 
dom  to  preach  the  gospel  in 
their  places  of  worship  and  to 
orgaffize  such  activities  which 
promote  the  fellowship  and  co¬ 
operation  between  their  churc# 
es.  They  now  also  publish  a  de¬ 
nominational  paper.  A  hymn 
book  is  in  preparation  and  they 
hope  to  have  the  manuscript 
ready  for  the  printed  in  the 
spring  of  1958. 

1  came  away  from  Hungary 
with  deep  gratitude  to  God  for 
the  living  witness  of  his  people 
there.  In  spite  of  many  difficul¬ 
ties  they  are  of  good  courage 
and  full  of  hope  for  the  future. 
They  need  otlr  aid  and  support 
Let  us  include  our  Hungarian 
brethren  .in  our  prayers.

The  word  Easier 
itself  comes  from  the  name  of 
a  pagan  goddess  of  spring,  Eos- 
tre.  So  should  we  not  abolish 
Easter  also?  ^  /

Some  feel  that  to  observe 
Christmas  is  to  disobey  the 
scriptures.  They  quote  Gala¬ 
tians  4:10,  where  Paul  said,  “Ye 
are  observing  days,  months,  sea¬ 
sons,  years,  I’m  beginning  to 
fear  that  I  have  bestowed  my 
labor  on  you  "for  nothing. '  But 
Paul  was  not  referring  to  Christ¬ 
mas,  he  was  saying  to  the  Gala- 
tiah  Christians,  you  have  been 
redeemed  by  the  blood  of 
Christ,  you  are  under  grace, 
not  the  law,  so  you  don’t  have 
to  observe  days  and  seasons  of 
the  Law  of  Moses. 

Guard  Against  Evils 

There  are  some  evils  how¬ 
ever,  that  should  be  guarded 
against  in  observing  Christ’s 
birthday.

(BP)  —  South  Carolina  Baptists, 
indebted  to  the  Baptists  of  New 
England  for  much  of  their  herit¬ 
age,  are  making  the  most  of  an 
opportunity  to  repay  that  debt 
by  answering  an  urgent  call  for 
help. 

New  England  Baptists,  parti¬ 
cularly  those*  in  Massachusetts, 
are  suffering  from  religious  per¬ 
secution  by  the  state  and  the 
established  church.  South  Car¬ 
olina  Baptists  are  responding  to 
appeals  for  financial  aid  for  the 
New  Englanders. 

The  Carolinians  have  had  a 
close  kinship  with-their  north¬ 
ern  brethren  for  almost  a  cen¬ 
tury,  as  a  congregation  from 
Maine  ninety  years  ago  estab¬ 
lished  the  first  Baptist  church 
in  South  Carolina.  Even  then 
the  New-  England  Baptists  were 
suffering  from  oppression. 

Baptists  made  a  brave  attempt 
to  establish  a  church  in  Kit- 
terv  ‘  aine,  nearly  one  hundred 
,s  ago  but  faced  relentless 
persecution  at  the  hands  of  the 
established  church  and  civil  au¬ 
thorities. 

William  Screven  was  pastor 
of  the  Kittery  congregation.  He 
was  arrested  repeatedly  for 
preaching  Baptist  doctrines  in 
Maine,  and  members  of  his  con¬ 
gregation  were  fined  and  other¬ 
wise  persecuted  for  attending 
Baptist  services. 

Screven  and  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Kittery  finally  left 
Maine  as  a  body  and  settled  in 
South  -Carolina  in  the  1680's. 
The  Baptist  minister  was  threat¬ 
ened  with  banishment  before  he 
left  New  England. 

Although  the  New  Englanders 
found  life  harsh  in  the  South 
Carolina  wilderness,  religious 
freedom  was  worth  the  sacri¬ 
fice.  The  church  flourished 
and  in  1751  the  Charleston  As¬ 
sociation  was  formed  by  four 
Baptist  churches. 

The  association  has  pioneer¬ 
ed  in  evangelism  and  education. 
John  Gano  has  served  the  as¬ 
sociation  well  as

The  W.  M.  U.  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  has 
set  the  goal  for  the  Lottie 
Moon  Christmas  offering  at 
$25,000.00,  and  it  is  all  to  be 
for  mission  work  in  China. 

40  YEARS  AGO 

The  girls  of  Womans  Col¬ 
lege  at  Hattiesburg  celebrat¬ 
ed  a  “Fast"  instead  of  a 
Feast.  Assembling  in  the  gym 
on  a  Saturday  evening  the 
items  of  a  Menu  were  called 
out.  all  in  all  fit  for  a  king, 
and  a  group  of  girls  enacted 
a  “stunt,”  each  one  illustra¬ 
tive  of  a  particular  item  on 
the  Menu,  and  then  deposited 
an  amount  of  money  into  a 
box.  and  this  was  distributed 
to  the  needy  in  the  area.  (An 
example  of  self-denial.)

The  Grandeur  and  the  Glory 

In  a  little  book  written  by  Charles  Allen  and  Charles 
Wallis  entitled  “Christmas  In  Our  Hearts”  the  message  of 
Christmas  is  set  forth  with  rare  beauty  and  power. 

“The  Christmas  story  is  serenely  simple,”  they  write. 

It  cannot  be  complicated  with  philosophizing  or  with  argu¬ 
ment:  it  defies  analysis  and  silences  calculation.  It  is  as 
simple  as  the  silent  dawn,  as  unbelabored  as  the  bursting 
rose,  as  unsophisticated  as  a  child's  cry,  as  spontaneous  as 
a  child’s  laughter. 

“God  through  the  centuries  has  manifested  Himself  in 
diverse  and  complex  ways.  We  see  an  evidence  of  Him  in 
the  perfection  of  a  mathematical  formula  and  in  the  order 
of  a  distant  galaxy;  we  hear  Him  speak  through  the  pro¬ 
found  utterances  of  noble  minds  and  in  the  erudite  thoughts 
of  great  theologians.  But  Christmas  is  like  none  of  these. 
Christ  is  as  simple  as  childhood  and  as  beautiful. 

“When  God,”  they  continue,  "made  His  most  benevolent 
gesture  of  fatherly  love.  His  giving  of  a  Son,  He  wanted  to 
be  understood  by  all  men.  But  no  flaming  chariot  bore 
Jesus  from  highest  heaven.

The  number  of

Business  Women  To  Be  Enlisted 

Miss  Sue  Tatum,  state  chair¬ 
man  of  BWS’s  writes  concern¬ 
ing  the  challenge  of  the  unen¬ 
listed;  * 

In  a  day  when  more  women 
are  employed  outside  the  home 
it's  a  startling  fact  that  only  a- 
round  4,000  Baptist  business  wo¬ 
men  are  enrolled  in  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  in  Mississippi. 

Consequently,  not  only  is  the 
busippss  woman  being  deprived 
of  the  information,  instruction 
and  avenue  of  service  afforded 
byWMU,  but  on  the  other  hand 
the  missionary  program  of  our 
denomination  is,  therefore,  be¬ 
ing  denied  the  Interest,  concern, 
prayers  and  financial  participa¬ 
tion  of  those  women.  It  would 
appear,  then,  that  a  pressing 
problem  is  that  of  enlistment. 

This  situation  in  our  state  is 
not  a  peculiar  one;  many  states 
find  the  same  to  be  true.  The 
first  step  in  correcting  the  sit¬ 
uation  Ls  the  recognition  of  the 
existence  of  a  problem.  In  many 
areas,  the  BWC’s  or  "night  cir¬ 
cles”  have  found  for  the  first 
time  this  year  by  practice  that 
enlistment  becomes  more  of  a 
challenge  when  ALL  circles  of 
a  WMS  (including  BWC’s  or 
"night  circles")  follow  the  same 
pattern  in  the  matter  of  deter¬ 
mining  circle  membership. 

Sometimes  this  means  that 
members  of  "night  circles” 
which  have  been  intact  for  years 
will  find  themselves  in  a  differ-

Mrs.  Cora  Ferguson,  of  near 
Sumner  who  recently  celebra¬ 
ted  her  96th  birthday,  united 
with  the  Enon  Baptist  Church 
by  baptism  in  1875,  when  she 
was  14  years  old. 

The  Enon  Church  was  organ¬ 
ized  in  1872  and  was  the  first 
Baptist  church  in  the  west  side 
of  Tallahatchie  County.  It  was 
located  midway  between  Sum¬ 
ner  and  Webb  on  the  banks  of 
Cassidy  Bayou,  but  was  later 
moved  to  Sumner  and  became 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Sumner. 

During  the  same  revival  at 
Enon  Church  when  Mrs.  Fer¬ 
guson  gave  -  her  heart  to  the 
Lord,  W.  W.  Ferguson,  son  of 
the  evangelist  for  the  revival, 
also  accepted  Christ  as  his 
Saviour.  A  few  years  later  this 
young  man  and  young  woman 
became  man  and  w’ife,  and  to¬ 
gether  they  built  a  fine  Chris¬ 
tian  home. 

When  the  Friendship  Church, 
located  eight  miles  west  of 
Sumner,  was  organized  in  1912, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  W.  Ferguson 
became  cUarter  members  and 
donated  the  land  for  the  build¬ 
ing.  They  served  the  Lord 
faithfully  in  their  church 
through  the.  years.  Mr.  Fergu¬ 
son  passed  away  in  1947,  but 
Mrs.  Ferguson  is  still  faithful 
in  attendance  at  Friendship 
(West)  Church  when  her  health 
permits.
